YOUTHFUL Of FENDERS. 


How Shall They be Punished Without 
Danger of Making them Worse? 
From tbe New York World. 

Mucb attention is now being given in Eng- 
land to the treatment of boys and girls guilty 
of offerses against the Jaw. Lord Derby and 
Lord Houghton bave recently spoken on the 
subject, the socwer inthe Mancbester Town 
bf all. Lord Derby belicyes that in no case 
should boys under fourteen veara of age be 
sent to prison, that extended powers should 
be given to magistrates to sentence boys to 
moderaie corporal punishment, and that dis- 
tinct and separa’e places of detention should 
be provided foryoung offenders, ‘*so that 
they shall not escape punishment altogether 
merely because it is undesirable to send them 
to jail.°? TheSt. James Gazette, in some 
scemingly ubjustifable strictures upon Lord 
Lcrby’s address,the purpose of which was 
particularly to call attention to the bad re- 
suits of confining young bovs with old and 
hardened criminals whose influence more 
than offsets the reformatory effects of im- 
pi iscnment, asks ‘*what real difference there 
is between ‘a place of detention’ and a prison. 
Who would think thar it made the smallest 
difference as tu a boy’s character and pros- 
pects In life whetherthe prison in which he 
was confined was or was not called a reform- 
atory?’?’ Asa matter of fact it would make a 
very yreat vifference in a boy’s prospects in 
life whetber it sbould be said of him that he 
was ‘‘a jailbird’’ or had merely beenin a re- 
formatory or bouse of refuge. This as a mat- 
ter of repute. Asa matter of positive influ. 
ences, a boy who should have been contined 
in company with adult offenders would be 
very likely to have his criminal propensities 
fosiered and trained ina way disastrous to 
himself and dangerous to the community. 
The reformation of old criminals 1s a thing 
hardly to be looked for—certainly not in one 
instance out of a hundred; but the case is dif- 
ferent with chilcren generally, the inborn 
villainy of young tigers like Jesse Pomeroy, 
or the girl of thirteen years Who was recently 
tried at Lincoln before Lord Chief Baron Pol-

The Insane Asylum and the Poor-House, 
Their Capacity and Their Condition. 


The rc poit of the condition of the Insane 
Asylum and the VPoor-house given by the 
grand jury bas excited considera- 
ble interest throughout the city. The 
statements are made that the necessity 
is evident for the erection by the city of an 
infirmary forthe sick and diseased inmates 
of the Insane Asylum, for a proper course of 
nursing and to keep the sick and the well 


apart. They believe that a temporary sacri- 
fice evght to have been made either of the 
billiard room, library, reception 
room, chspel or =oball room __ for 
an infirmary in the Coffin case. They 
also report that they found the Poor-house 
in an over-crowded condition, and they 
recommend that something be done at once 
to relieve the pre: sure in the two institutions 
and to secure forthe inmates the treatment 
tor which charitable and human, institutions 
were supposed to be created. With these

Jobnson, W.H. Sampson, Henry M. Rich- 
ard, M. F. Slean, Chapel O. Stanton 
and Louis Nahan. Mr. Wood first question- 
tioned the gentlemen, and was foliowed by 
Messrs. Crane and Drydeninturn. Two or 
three of the applicants were noticeably em- 
barrassed, and any shortcomings may be at: 
tributed to that source, as on the 
whole they displayed a very good 
Knowledge of the law andevidenced the re- 
sult of considerable attention and study. 
Shortly after the commencement of the ex- 
amination a petition was submitted tothe 
court, protesting agaist the admission of A. 
Alpeora Bradley. The document is signed 
by Benjamin R. Davenport, H. G. McIntyre 
and William L. Hills, and relates that A. Al- 
peora Bradley is unworthy of admission to the 
bar on account of character. It alleges that 
he was expelled from the State Senate of 
Georgia for misdemeanors. 

Mr. Davenport, one of the lawyers signing 
the petition, was interviewed by a Posrt-

years, the cuilest of the season, In those states 
where elections are held during that 
month the theaters aiways play to # losing 
business.

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THE SOWER’S BUDGET. 


Interesting Facts and Suggestions 
for the Farmer. 


Profitable Sheep Raising—The Value of 
Onions—Apples in a Wet Cellar— 
' Mileh Cows and their Care— 
/ Farm . Notes and House- 
hold Receipts, . Etc. 


The judicious breeding and rearing of 
sheep, says the Rural New Yorker, is un- 
doubtedly the most profitable branch of hus- 
bandry pursued in America. If any one is in 
doubt as tothis, let him. consider—first, the 
value of the fleece; second, the mutton; third 
the pelts; fourth, tLe increase of the flock; 
fifth, the improvement of the soilon which 
they feed, and, lastly, that they can be kept 
on lands so rough that the herbage must nec- 
essarily go to Waste unless cropped by sheep. 

What breed of sheep wouid be best to rear 
and keep to irsure the greatest profit? This 
can only be answered by each flock-master 
for himself, as it depends on a combination 


of climate, soil, and situation. On cheap 
Jeonds, distant from a mutton market, fine- 
wooled breeds, such as the Merino, Silesian, 
and others of cognate blood, are generally 
found to be the most profitable, as the wool, 


the peite, and the increase of the flock alone, 


are of any considerable value. Long-wooled 
breeds to a certain extent may also be kept 
here, and pay weli when their fleeces fetch a 
fair price for combing for worsted stuff goods. 
On bighber- priced iands, convenient to a good 
meat market, ortoa port of exportation to 
ship them abroad, choice muttom breeds 
which bear a reasonably good fleece are to be 
preferred. Here mutton, as in Great Brit- 
ain, isthe chief thing to be depended upon 
for profit, wcol being only asecondary oon- 
sideration. 

Of the various mutton breeds, which are 
considered best? In answer to this we may 
say that each one may be the best fora cer- 
tain time, and according to circumstances. 
If a combination of a considerably increased 
size and more flesh isimmediately desired in 
the produce from lean native or Merino ewes 
or thew grades, then a fine, compact, long- 
wooled ram would be best 10 cross upon them ; 
but only one, or, at most, two crosses shouid 
be made, for beyond this the carcass would 
run too much to tallow,and the mutton 
prove too fat for table consumption, exc2pt, 
perhaps, the quarters. After these crosses, 
the grade sheep should be bred together, one 
South, or some other Down ram be put to the 
ewe, the produce of which would be still 
more improved in the mutton quatity. 

For the production of very choice, well 
matbled, iean, tender, juicy meat, the pure 
Southdown is the best of all breeds of sheep. 
Added to this, beis very hardy and thrifty, 
matures early, and fattens quickly. A flock 
of ewes properly tak: n care of annually yield 
a considerable percentage of lambs over their 
number, and, being excellent nurses, almost 
invariably bring them alup wall. This is 
the original Down of England, from crosses 
of whicb all other Down varieties have sprung, 
or, at least, bave been greatly improved. 
Such are the Hampsbire, the Shropshire, and 
the Oxfordshire. These three last have now 
become essentially the same as the first men- 
tioned, the only difference being a somewhat 
increased size, particularly in the Oxford. 
For this reason we have no doubt fhis_ wiil 

rovethe best and most profitable sort to 

yreed for exportation. The general British 

market prefers the largest size that can be 
obtained, which combines with size a lean 
tender, savory quality of mutton. 

Tbe jos-es of sheep from disease and other 
causes have been very large for two years 
past in Great Britain; in consequence of this, 
thereis an active demapd for them now from 
America with the prospect of a continual iao- 
crease. Thousands, if properly bred, may 
be disposed of there for years to come at govd 
prices. where only hundreds have heretofore 
beentaken. Here isa most promising open- 
ing for our flock masters, and if they bestir 
themselves to fill 1t judiciously, they will be 
sure to reap a rich reward. 


CONCERNING ONIONS. 


Onions are eaten toagreater extent than 
apy garden vegetables raised with the excep- 
tion of cabbages. With many they serve the 
double purpose of food and condiment. Some 
persons who abhor their odor and dislike 
their taste eat them becausethey are nutritious 
and conducive to health. In many portions 
of Europe where land is scarce, and people 
desire to produce ail the food from it they 
can, onions are raised to a large extent. They 
take the place of butter and cheese in sup- 
laying a relishtocoarse bread. They are 
sliced in vinegar and eaten raw. made into 
scup, and cooked boiling aud frying. In the 
warm countries of Southern Europe onions 
tuke the place of cabbages and potatoes to a 
very great extent. 


lt is somewhat singular that onions are not 


fed in considerable quantities to poultry and 
ali kinds of live stock. Fowls of all varieties 
are extremely fond of them and derive great 
benefit from eating them. Besides serving 
all the purpoees of true food they aid diges- 
tion and tend to ward off disease. They may 
be fed raw or cooked. Chickens will eat not 
only the bulbs but the leaves when chépped 
up and mixed with dough. Chickens that 
are allowed onions prepared in this way rare- 
ly, if ever, are troubled with cholera. Chick- 
ens that eat onions are not ot to be infest- 
ed by vermin. One of the best kinds of food 
for Jaying hens during the winter consists of 
cooked meat, potatoes, and onions. Onions 
are cheaper than pepper to feed to poultry, 
and they answer the same purposes. 

Almost all kinds of stock are fond of onions, 
and there is generally considerable difficulty 
in kc ¢pivg them from eating them. Of course 
they suc uld not be fed to milch cows, owing 
totheodorand flavor they impart to milk, 
but other kinds of stock may eat onions, not 
oniy without ee ac but with great ad- 
vantage. All animals delight in condiments, 
and there is nothipg in the line of relishes 
that they will eat as readily as they will on- 
ions. For young stock they shonld be chip- 
ped up and fed with grain and meat, but for 
large animals they require no preparation. 
Onwns that are large enough to be salable in 
seasons when they are tolerably high are ex- 
pensive food for stock, but there are aiways 
many that aretoo small or too ill-shapen to 
sell. 

To grow onions on a large scale to advane 
tage the ground should be prepared in the 
fall, as the seed should be planted almost as 
soon as the frost leaves the soil in the spring. 
As onions are gross feeders the land on which 
they are planted should be very heavily ma- 
nured. Topreventtrouble with weeds the 
fertilizers epplied should be free from seeds, 
which will ordinarily germinate before the 
onion seed will. Well-rotted stable manure 
is excellent and so are the fertilizers prepared 
from meat, blood, and other slaughter-house 
refuse. Ashes and salt are also good fertiliz- 
ersforthis crop. ‘The first cause the young 
plants to grow rapidly and the last will de- 
sil oy many insects. Coarse and rank manures 
are not desirable. 

Onions should rot be harvested till the 
weather Lecomes tolerably cool in the fall, 
though they will ripen quite early in the sea- 
sop. The moisture should be allowed to dry 
from them before tbey are stored away. They 
should be kept where the temperature is 
good and the air tolerably dry. If they are 
aided by heat and moisture they will shrivel 
and become unfit for conking purposes and. 
of course, forthe market. Aa ordinary cel - 
lar is too moist and too warm for preserving 
oniops. An extensive onion-grower makes, 
for keeping onions, as deep a pit as he can 
with a plow in a dry, sheltered place near the 
house, scraping out al) the loose dirt with a 
boe, and putting in some chaff or straw from 
the straw stack,and tramping down well. 
Then he bavls the onions from where they 
grew, and piles them in carefully on this, and 
puts more chaff op top and covers uD with s

A WET CELLAR FOR KEEPING APPLES. 


In view of the constantly increasing pro- 
duction of apples and the seemingly almost 
ubiversal crop the present season, and as the 
late-keepers usually bring 
erative prices, itis of vast importance that 
we practice the best known mevhods of pick- 
ing, packing and storing. In this matter 
many have pet theories that are directly op- 
posite to those ef others. © For instance, a 
recent correspondent states that among es- 
sentials for keeping apples isadry cellar 
witb cement bottom. bis ia directly oppo- 
site to the experience of all the fruit Aone 
Who visited my cellar for the purpose of in- 
speciing stock during the past winter and 
spring, among them two from West Virginia, 
who handled thousands of barrels in this 
county alone the past season, and extensive 
fruit growers.. One of them remarked that 
whenever he entered acellar and was com- 
pelled to walk on boards to keep out of the 
water, he was sure to find the fruit in good 
condition, allowing, of course, that the tem- 
perature had been kept as near the freezing 
pein as possible—ag is necessary in either 

Now both of these advocates are enthusias- 
tic in their theories; is ittrue that both are 
correct? As anexperiment during apple- 
pains Jast fa], selections were made of the 

orthern Spy and Yeilow Bellflower carefully 
handied; each specimen of the latter was 
wrapped separately in paper and placed in 
ventilated packages, and stored immediately 
inmy cellar, where, owing to the spongy 
nature of the location, notwitbstanding the 
thorough drainage, during the spring months 
water will be found on portions the earth 
bottcm. ‘The result bas been that we are 
now, July 2, supplied with samples of the 
Spy in a good state of preservation; the Bell- 
ficwer keld out well till Juzel. Taking into 
consideration that neither Variety is elassed 
among the long-keepers, the latter being 
What dealers term ‘*holiday fruit,’ 1am 
fully convinced that by careful and judicious 
bandling, and practicing sal] the other best 
known conditions favorable for keeping fruit, 
dampness, orin other words a wet cellar 
boitom, is not detrimental to the long-keep- 
ing of our winter fruit. 


PIG FEEDING. 


Corn meal with potatoes alone will not 
eufficeto make rk profitable, with any 
breed of hogs. The real value of . potatoes is 
about one-third that of corn meal, and they 
generally cost ioo much to eome into compe- 
tition with corn meal. Suffulk and Berkshire 
pigs may be profitubly fed, and sold at nine 
to tep months aid, upon clever, corn meal, 
linseed meal, or corn amd oat meal. One- 
half peund of linseed meal per day, on the 
avejage,to six months vid, would be sufti- 
cient. Or. coro and oats ground together in 
equal buik would dowel]. After athrifty 
pie has rescbed 100 pounds weight, it may 

e safely fed upen corn, but even then,a 
pound of bran, mixed with the corn, would 
be a safeguard against disease. 


PRODUCE GOOD MILKERS, 


Extra milkers should be kept to breed from 
their milking quantiiies alone entitiing them 
totbis preference. It is quite as necessary 
to raise the calves of good milkers, in order 
to have anotber race of good miikers, as it is 
to ruise the colts of good trotters in order to 
have fast horses. Extra dairy cows are al- 
waysin demand. It is certainly to be regret- 
ted that more careis not taken to improve 
the milking qualities of our cows; and itis 
also a source of regret thatso many of our 
farmers arein the habit of disposivg of so 
manv of their young calves to the butchers.

this the case with common stock. Fut stock 
consumes aless amount of food than poor 
etock, because there is not so much required 
to keep up the animal heat.

Thev never meddie with sound fruit, but 
only invade such apples, pear-, aud plums as 
bave already been penetrated by the cauker, 
which they remorselessly pursue to its fast- 
nesses within the very heart of the fruit. No- 
where are apple and pear trees so free from 
blight and destructive insectsasin the im- 
mediate neigbborbood of a large ant-bill five 
or six years old. The favorite food of ants 
would appear to be the larve and pupx of 
those creatures which spend tbe whole of 
their brief existence in devouring the tender 
shoots and juvenile leaves of fruit trees.

PUMPKIN Pir, I.—Stew the pee very 
dry indeed; take apint of rich cream, or if
